Mr. Mackay replled as followe, his mes-
sage golng around the world eastward:

To the President, Oyster Bay: I thank
yvou deeply for your message and 1 ear-
nestly hops that the Pacific cable, by open-
ing the wide horison of the great ecast,
may prove a useful factor to ths commeérce

of the United States.
(Bignad) CLARENCE H. MACKAY.
Présldent Roosevelt recelved the message
at 13:04%. the time consumed in passing
around the world thus being B4 minutes.

Many Historic Wires Used,

The course of President Roosevélt's mea-
sage round the world was by the Postal
Telegraph company's land lins from Oyatsr
Bay to Ban Francisco, thence by the Com-
merolal Pacific cable to Honolulu, Midway,
Guam and Manlla. From Manila to Hong
Kong the memsago passea by the cabie
which was cut by Admiral Dewey In 1588
From Hong Kong it went te Saigon, Binga-
pore, Penag, Madras, Bombay, Aden, Bues,
Alaxandria, Malta, Gibraitar, Lisbon and
tha Anores.

Betwoen Hong Kong and the Asores it
passed by forelgn cables. At the Asores
the message was again taken up by the
Commercial gables and sent to Canso, New
York and Oyster Bay.

Storm Delays Opening,

OYSTER BAY, July {.—President Roose-
wvélt's opening of the eabls from Ban Fran-
clsco to Manila was deferred, owing to the
interponition of the elements, A furlous
storm which raged near Honolula yester-
day preventsd the cable ship from taking
up the terminus of the cable thers and
making connections with the Manila lines.

It was intended to start the president's
messags on ita journgy about § o'clock this
morning. All arrangements had been cém.
pleted, The Postal Telegraph company had
placed a set of instruments In the executive
office here and, not having its own wires
between here and New York, connected the
instruments with a long distance talephone
wire,

President Roosavelt wrote his message to
Governor Taft yesterday, and also prepared
his round the world cable to Clarence
Mackey of the cable company.

Just as sverything was In readiness this
morning & measage from New York an-
nounced that the opening of the cabls hod
to be deferred till night on sccount of the
trouble at Honolulu.

Work was, however, pushed rapidly, In
order that the cable might be opened on
Independence day, and late tonight il was
working smoothly. After the president
had sent his messages and received his
replies & number of other congratulatory
cables wers dispatched.

The subject of Mr. Johnson was loeal
self-government. His spesch was devoied
almost sotirely to his worm In Obio. Thia,
as he explained, was not because he had
ne interest In national questions. On ths
contrary he regarded the principles of the
Declaration of Independence as of wuni-
vorsal application, from the smallest local
government to the widest soope of na.
tonsl govermment.

Equal Rights for All

To this broad national application of
thoss principles Mr. Johnson gave a few
minutes. In his apinien the JeMersonian
doetrine of equal rights for all snd ape-
wlal priviliges for none belng his keynote.
Applying this principls then to munleipal
affairs, he referred to his own oity of
Claveland as & conarete lnstanéde. In that
ety he and his friends, supported by &
majority of the people there, were siriv-
ing to mecurs to all the peopls of the
municipality equal rights

ship, of the efforts for just taxation and of
the unremitting opposition through the
courts in the legislature. Bo far had this
opposition gone, sald Mayor Johnson, that
in order to balk the movement for egual
rights in Cleveland, the lsaders of the
republican party organization there had
dimorganized every muni¢ipal government
in the states.

This eartying of the municipal Aght Into
the legislature made it plaln that municl-
palities cannot ba governsd by the prin-
clples of the Declaration of Indepandence
so long as beneficiaries of looal special
priviliges can frustrate local movemaents
by appealing to the lagislature. Although
local self-government can be secure, therw
can be no local self-government of the

so long as legislatures are controiled by
politionl bossesa and for ocorporatitns.

Explains His Campaign.

This was Mayor
of the campalgn he led & year ago, and
of the ane he I» about to make this year.
He explained further that he and his
triends do not fight republicans alone. They
are clearing out of thelr own party the
bosses who do secret business with the
corporations.

Pride of the People,

Briefly the secretary dwelt upon the cir«
cumstances of the history which appealed
to our pride as a peoplé, but in this connec.
tion, he sald, it is sometimes wise to preach
as well as to give pralse. If we would
keep what we have won, If we would main-
taln and strangthen our poaltion among the
nations, he sald, we ahould purity the
sources of national life and guard weil the
qualities upon which our continued
stréngth as a nation depends,

In a government In which all the people
equally participate, universal intelligence is
demanded. Without it government by the
people must be a fallure,

Secrelary Moody spoke of ths quality of
all men before the law, and held that the
lawas which are enforced equaily for and
against all should be reapected by all. The
remedy for any wrong should be sought
under the law and In the courts, which
represent the majesty of the peopie's wiil
Any departure from this round principle
in any part of the land Is & contéempt not
only of the courts themsesives, but of thé
people who have created the courts. He
added:

Moba Are Comdemmned,

Mab violtnoe puts every man's rights to
the doubtful determination of men Inflamed
by sslonate reseniment and maddened
by thé thirst for revenge, renders our
volce feébie when ralsed =gainst oppreb-
slon elsewhers, and displays a barbarity
which a w4 the natlon in the face of the
world. t this people, whose government
has been called 4 governmont of laws and
not of men, place upon thoss who hold
themselves above the law and wiser than
the law, the zeal of tholr condemnation.

In conclusion Mr. Moody touched upon
the necessity of honesty in the public serv«
ices. There is, he declared, no disedse of

the body politio so subtle, so powerful, so

of & public trust, whether the trumt be
great or small. He could not but believe,
he sald, that In the main those who do the
people’s work are honest and true, but
when the malignant ulcer of corruption
Sppears It s no time for surface treat-
ment. The knife must reach unler the
very poisonous rools, that sach may be cut
oot and cast away. Me asked that we not
saslly belleve charges that are made
lghtly,

“Let them,” the secretary added. "be
considered with the calm Impartisiity of

Freunch Ambassador Speaks,

He was followed by Ambassador Jusse-
rand, whose spesch contained an eloquent
tribute to the Americans of the early days.
Briefly he referred to the meeting of 17
years ago In Indgpendence hall in Philadel.
phla. He contipued: “What took place?
What words were exchanged? We should
like to know them to the minutest detall
But one thing we know, and that Ia
enough: The men who came were n-
surgents; the men who left were freemen.’

He then referved to the help which France
rendered the new republic in its struggle
for freedom.
